swore on the witness stand that 
Mrs. Sheppard told her she under- 
stood that her husband qualified 
the statement by saying

each other and would try (their 
marriage i again." 


Mrs. Ahern testified at the trial 


of Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard. 
He 


is charged with bludgeoning his 
wife, Marilyn, to death in their 
bedroom July 4. 


Second-Hand Story 


Over defense objections, Mrs 


Ahern said she got this story sec- 
ond hand, that Mrs. Sheppard had 
heard about it from Dr. Randall 
Chapman, a Los Angeles osteopath 
and friend of the Sheppards, dur- 
ing a visit to California last March. 


Mrs. Ahern also reported that 


another phase of a conversation 
with Mrs. •Sheppard last April 
dealt with a watch which "Dr. 
Sheppard bought for a young lady 
from California." 


The prosecution has claimed that 


this 
"young 
lady" was 
Susan 


Hayes, a pretty laboratory tech- 
nician with •whom it said Dr. Shep- 
pard had an affair. 


"Mrs. 
Sheppard mentioned the 


watch, and I asked how she knew 
of it," continued Mrs. Ahern. 


She Was t'pset 


The witness quoted Mrs. Shep- 


pard as saying that she either saw 
Dr. Sheppard write out a check 
for the watch or found an expense 
check for the watch. 


"I asked her if she was not up- 


set about the watch, and she said 
she was." she stated 


At the inquest last July. Dr. 


Sheppard testified that while he 
was in California, he and Miss 
Hayes attended a wedding with 
some fnends. Miss Hayes lost her 
watch on this occasion, and he 
bought her a replacement, he said. 


Mrs. Ahern and her husband, 


Donald, were the last two outsiders 
known to have seen Sam and Mari- 
lyn alive. They were dinner guests 
at the Sheppard home the night 
Marilyn was murdered.

An Illinois law requires that an 


grade "A" milk must come front 
brucellosis free heids after Jan 1, 
1955, at the St Louis milkshed and 
after July 1, 1955, for the re- 
mainder of the state.

A Few Thoughts to Consider 


During Educaton Week 
~ 


If you think your youngster is not getting as much of 


.school as he should, don't be too quick to blame him or his 
teacher. Perhaps the shortage of teachers or crowded class- 
rooms, or both, are responsible. 


In fact, a recent nationwide study indicates that you are 


exceptionally lucky if you live in a community where there is 
no shortage of classroom space or teachers, no "shift sys- 
tem" in your local schools. 


In thousands of communities across the nation, both 


public and private schools are being taxed to the utmost to 
accommodate the increasing number of youngsters of school 
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A number of factors have combined to create the situa- 


tion—war, inflation, neglect and rapid population growth. 
America's population rose from 75.1 million in 1900 to 151.7 
million in 1950. and experts predict that there will be 204.2 
million people in the United States in 1970. Babies are being 
born at the rate of 11,000 per day—in the school year of 
1952-53, the number of children entering elementary school 
was more than three times the number entering in 1947-48. 


The nationwide study was conducted by the National 


Association of Manufacturers through a special committee 
composed of leaders from both business and education. The 
NAM reported that: 


1. Educational facilities are not keeping pace with the 


growth in population or with the rise in national income. 


2. We are short 245 417 classrooms and will need ap- 


proximately 100,000 additional new ones each year. Seventy 
per cent of school sites are inadequate and one out of every 
five school buildings is over half a century old. 


3. Too few teachers are being trained and too many 


teachers are leaving the education field for better-paid jobs. 


4. Tax support is not increasing fast enough.

The study points out that elementary schools are now 


bearing the brunt of the problem- but that the tidal wave 
of growing population is beginning to affect the secondary 
schools. 
During the current school year, 6.6 million stu- 


dents entered secondary schools. This number will rise pro- 
gressively each year. In the school year of 1959-60, it is 
estimated that 8.5 million students will enter high schools. 
*

Teacher's salaries are inadequate to the point that 


young people are avoiding the profession, the NAM study 
declares. Ten states pay an average yearly salary of $4.000 
or'over, but the national averagers'only "$3,605. Twenty- 
nine states pay less than this national average. The study 
says the salaries of teachers, of whom college and profes- 
sional training is required, are lower than those of many non- 
professional workers, such as truck drivers. 


There are other factors which call for increased sup- 


port of public schools, the study says. These include the need 
for better tools for teachers such as modern visual aids, the 
desire to keep classrooms smaller to allow for more individ- 
ual attention, and the need for specialized courses. 


"Our schools need more money," the NAM study em- 


phasizes, adding: 
"We are spending proportionately less of 


our income on schools today than we did in 1930 and even 
then the schools were inadequately financed. 


In discussing measures to relieve the problem, the NAM 


committee expressed the belief that school financing shou!4 
remain a state and local responsibility. 
It opposes shifting 


responsibility to the federal government on the grounds that 
federal support would sooner or later destroy the indepen- 
dence of school authorities. 


Among the suggested answers to the problem in the re- 
port are: 


Wider public understanding of the problem: bringing 


proper assessments in line with present-day values; wider 
use of tax equalization: state aid for poorer districts; re- 
moval of unrealistic tax and debt limits imposed during de- 
pression days and never revised; and enlisting businessmen 
to serve on school boards where their experience will be help- 
ful in solving financial and other school problems.

Radioactive Dust 
Showers Japan, 
Scientists Claim 


TOKYO W—Japanese scientists 


at K a g o s h i m a University on 
southern Kyushu island have dis- 
covered a "high amount" of radio- 
active dust in the air—presumably 
from Soviet atomic tests. Kyodo 
News Service reported today. 


Kyodo said it was the first time 


radioactive dust had been record- 
ed in the air in the area. 


The news agency also reported 


radioactive rain Monday in west- 
ern Honshu, the main Japan island, 
raising speculation the Soviets may 
have set off another atomic test 
explosion in the past few days.

deposed manager of the Boston 
Red Sox, has the inside track to 
the field managing job. and Parke 
Carroll, who was business manag- 
er of the New York Yankee Kan- 
sas City farm club in the American 
Assn., is a top candidate for gen- 
eral manager. 


Guarantee Attendance 


Johnson's architects have been 


surveying the Kansas City park for 
weeks and are ready to bee.'i in- 
creasing the seating capacity from 
17.800 to 36,000 betoie tue i^j .^u.- 
son and to about 45.000 by 1956. 


Johnson obtained control of the 


Kansas City ball park when he 
purchased Yankee Stadium from 
Yankee owners Del Webb and Dan 
Topping for 6! 
2 million 
dollars 


Dec. 17. He then made arrange- 
ments to sell the park to the city 
of Kansas City and lease it back 
for five years. The city has guar- 
anteed one-million, paid attendance 
per year for three years or John- 
son can move his franchise some- 
where else. 


Under terms of.the deal, Johnson 


will pay $450.000 each to Roy and 
Earle Mack for the 163 shares each 
owns. He already has paid Connie 
Mack $604.000 for his 302 shares. 
He must pick up a Si.200.000 mort- 
gage held by the Connecticut Gen- 
eral Life Insurance Co. and must 
also pay off debts estimated by 
him at 5800,000. He will get back, 
however, $1,675.000 by the sale of 
Connie Mack Stadium to President 
Bob Carpenter of the Philadelphia 
Phillies. 


Toughest Fight 


"I arn the happiest man in the 


world," Johnson said. "It was the 
toughest fight I have had in my 
life." 


Were it not for the switch in 


sentiment of Walter O. (Spike) 
Briggs, president 
of the Detroit 


Tigers, the shift would have been 
blocked. A three-fourths vote is 
needed for a franchise shift and 
had Briggs stuck to his original 
position. Detroit would have joined 
with Washington and Cleveland in 
rejecting Johnson's bid. 


Briggs and Clark Griffith, 84- 


year-old president of the Senators, 
had been violently opposed to the 
shift.

If 
he is proven wrong after his early 
announcement, will people accuse 
him of scare-mongenng, or lose 
faith in scientific research" If he 
is pi oven right after deciding not 
to warn the public would people 
accuse him of having shirked his 
responsibility? 


Long Coming 


The cigarette controversy, like 


most 
big public issues, 
didn't 


spring forth overnight. 


Some 15 years ago. Dr. Alton 


Ochsner, famo is New Orleans sur- 
geon, was repelling observations 
which led him to believe that cig- 
arette smoking was a cause of 
lung cancer. Just yesterday Dr. 
Ochsner published a book, "Smok- 
ing and Cancer, A Doctor's Re- 
port" (Julian Messner, Inc ) which 
reviews all the evidence used to 
indict cigarettes as a cause of 
lung cancer and heart disease. 


In 1939, an Argentine physician, 


Dr. A. H. Roffo of Buenos Aires, 
reported that tars obtained from 
tobacco often could pioduce cancer 
in the skin of rabbits. 


These and other reports were 


mentioned in the news through the 
years. 


But these and other reports com- 


ing still later seemed to find the 


American public only mildly inter- 
ested. 


No doubt some dismissed the re- 


ports as another instance of crying 
"wolf" at cigarettes. For tobacco 
has been accused of many sins in 
the past—of leading to poverty, of 
dealing mustaches on women, 
making men sterile, poisoning the 
unborn babies of smoking mothers, 
contributing to tuberculosis. 


Some Banned Smoking 


Smoking has been banned at 


some times in a few countries. In 
Denmark smokers and 
snuffers 


were once publicly whipped. In 
Tuikey, King Amurath once de- 
creed beheading for anyone who 
smoked. 


Not until about two years ago 


did the long-smouldenng contro- 
versy over cigarettes really start 
to build up into the public consci- 
ousness. 


Evidence was being discovered 


and re-discovered to blame ciga- 
iettes for sickness and untimely 
death. So also was evidence to 
question that evidence. 


The public was to become the
